in spanking in general or in particular 
It is futile, It doesn't work, It has 
twice as many undesirable as desirable 
angles, If a thing is twice as bad as 
it is good then its use seems unintelli- 
gent, for there is twice as much 
chance for its failure as its success

ence List of Books Dealing With 
Obedience and Punisament” which

‘This was your chance to have 
shown yourself sympatheti¢ and un- 
derstanding, It is hard for a child to 
get out of a warm bed and paddle to 
a cold, dark bathroom, Let him see 
that you realize it and want to make 
the whole thing as easy as possible 
Place slippers and bathrobe on his 
bed and give him a flashlight; or put 
“ covered chamber or a stoppered 
bottle near his bed for use at night, 
| Since the chief result of his clip was 
concerned with the condition of the 
bedelothes, I should have had him 
take the mattress and covers out in 
the yard for a day's airing, shown him 
how to rinse out and hang up the 
sheets apd thus given him a personal 
idea of how tiresome and disagreeable 
it is to take care of wet beds, 

Why think up unnatural punish- 
ments? Had his playmates discovered 
that he had so far reverted to baby- 
hood, their “kidding” would have been 
punishment enough for him. And 
your attitude of understanding, broad 
enough to see his side of it, would! 
have made him determine never to do | 
that again.
